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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BP AI Decision 

1 . In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 2/6/09, 
the rejections of claims 1-3 and 5-60 were reversed. The following action is a response to the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 2/6/09. 
Claims 1-3 and 5-60 are pending in the application and are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-60 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Claims 1, 17, 32, 46 and 55 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences has interpreted the Examiner reliance on 
the teachings of DiRirenzo as directed to directing diagnostic medical images from patient to 
diagnostic physician, but find that neither reference teaches or fairly suggests a data 
communication control system that distributed data to individually addressed clients in an 
internal network from a remote system. 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claims 1,17, 32, 46 and 55 as further interpreted by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, claims 1-3 and 5-60 are hereby deemed to be 
allowable. 

Originally numbered dependent claims incorporate the allowable features of originally 
numbered independent claim 1,17, 32, 46 and 55, through dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
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payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

In related art (5,867,821) Ballantyne et al. teaches a method and apparatus used for 
distribution and administration of medical services and electronic medical records to a patient's 
individual electronic patient care station. 

In related art (From PACS to the World Wide Web) Ratib discloses new imaging 
techniques and the increasing proportion of medical imaging modalities that generate images in 
digital form with the development of digital image management. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure as background material and is not of particular significance. These prior art patents 
fail to teach or fairly suggest a data communication control system that distributed data to 
individually addressed clients in an internal network from a remote system.
